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SAFETY GUIDELINES ON 
AIRGUN SHOOTING 

As with any type of shooting, safety is a top priority, 
especially given the likelihood of other people being close 
by when you are in the garden. Airguns are relatively low- 
powered compared with other guns, which is one of the 
reasons they lend themselves to backyard practice, but they 
still have the potential to cause a life-wrecking accident. 
Unless you live in the middle of nowhere, you will have to 
consider your neighbours. 

No matter whether your garden is in a remote and well- 
enclosed location or, behind a row of terraced houses and 
separated from neighbours by little more than flimsy 
fencing panels, you will be breaking the law if a single pellet 
strays beyond your boundary. You also need to make sure 
you don't cause a noise nuisance. 

The best way to minimise conflict with neighbours is to tell 
them what you are doing before you start shooting, and 
outline the precautions you will be taking. 

Ensure that shots are taken in the safest possible direction 
and avoid setting up anywhere that features an unlocked 
down range access point. 

Before you start shooting, make sure that everyone in your 
home knows that the garden is a no-go area until you have 
finished. Children and dogs need to be kept safely out of the 
way. Most airgun shooters use telescopic sights, which can 
have a blinkering effect at what is potentially the most 
dangerous time, so it is vital to eliminate all risk of people or 
pets straying in front of the gun. 

At no point should the gun be left unattended — even if it is 
unloaded and deemed to be safe. 

Stopping pellets from travelling beyond the intended target 
is vital, otherwise you could be breaking the law. Don't ever 
use wood as a backstop. Its fibrous nature means it can 
cause dangerous and unpredictable ricochets, often sending 
pellets back in the direction of the shooter. 

The best backstop to halt airgun pellets without risk of 
ricochet is a wall of brick, stone or concrete. On meeting 
with solid resistance, lead pellets are left with scant energy 
to bounce even a foot or two. This will keep spent pellets 
within the confines of your boundary, and keep you on the 
right side of the law. If you do not have a wall in the right 
place, large paving slabs can be used to create the same 
effect and can be easily moved around. 

It is an offence to fire an air rifle pellet beyond the land 
where you have permission to shoot. Where someone 
under the age of 14 is shooting, both the young person and 
the supervising adult can be prosecuted. 

It is also against the law, in England and Wales, to fire an air 
rifle within 50 feet of the centre of a highway if this results 
in someone being injured, interrupted or endangered. 
These offences could be committed, for example, when 
someone is shooting in their garden close to a road and the 
pellets ricochet onto the highway or in your neighbour's 
garden.

- NEWSLETTER FROM HEIDI ALLEN MP - 
As I write, the sun seems to have been shining for weeks 
and the England football team have made it to the World 
Cup semi-finals. 

In my last newsletter, I explained the action I had been 
taking to respond to the appalling train service being 
provided by GTR trains. I have continued to keep the 
pressure on GTR and the Department for Transport-I have 
raised further questions in the House, including raising the 
issue at Prime Minister's Questions and just last week 
questioning the Rail Minister again about the chaos. My 
website - https://www.heidisouthcambs.co.uk/gtr - has a 
dedicated page on the GTR issues and continues to be 
updated regularly with new information. 

Details of the compensation being offered to passengers 
are being announced. The compensation will be designed 
to refund season ticket holders up to one month where 
they have suffered severe disruption. This is what I called 
for in my question in the House in early June as soon the 
problems became apparent. 

However as the chaos has continued for far longer than we 
could have anticipated, I have been asking for more than 
that. I believe it must also compensate non season ticket 
holders and factor in the consequential loss suffered by 
commuters, such as increased parking charges, taxi fares 
etc. Along with other MPs, I have written to GTR and I am 
also in touch with the Office of Road and Rail. 

Last month, I was pleased to meet with local farmers and 
the National Farmers Union to talk through a number of 
issues. Agriculture is such a vital part of our local economy, 
so when Government launches the new Agriculture Bill 
shortly to shape farming outside of the EU - it must listen 
to the needs of our famers. They play a critical role in 
producing our food, looking after the environment and 
supporting our rural economy. 

I'm also working to find a way to amend the law to 
strengthen police powers to deal with hare coursing. This 
crime is abhorrent and devastating for those affected and 
the current legislation is out of date and no longer fit for 
purpose. 

Looking ahead, I'll be meeting with Royal Papworth 
Hospital to discuss the future use of the site after they 
move to Addenbrooke's. I know this remains an important 
issue for people in the village and I'm keen to discuss all the 
options for the future use of the site with them. I'll provide 
an update on this in my next newsletter. 

My next "drop in" surgery will be on Saturday 
4th August (llam-lpm) at Steeple Morden Village Hall, 

29 Hay Street, Steeple Morden SG8 ONQ where no 
appointment will be necessary. The next by-appointment 
surgery will be at Barrington (venue will be confirmed on 
my website) on the 7th September between 3-5pm. If you

Cambridgeshire residents have been urged to stay fire safe 
when outdoors this summer. 

With temperatures hitting significant highs, fires

Events north of the 
V ” J country, with significant moorland fires at 

Saddleworth Moor and Winter Hill, have shown 
how these fires quickly spread and take hold of open areas of 
land. 

Group Commander Kevin Napier, head of community fire 
safety at Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue Service, said: "We 
want to help ensure that people enjoy the sunny weather 
while it's here safely. High temperatures and dry areas of 
land can be perfect conditions for a fire to spread. Something 
as simple as not stubbing a cigarette out properly, or using a 
disposable barbecue on grass, can start a fire that can 
develop quickly." 

There are seven simple steps we urge residents to take to 
help prevent an outdoor fire: 

1. Ensure cigarettes are completely out 

2. Do not throw cigarettes out of car windows onto grass 
verges or vegetation 

3. Put disposable barbecues on bricks, do not place directly 
on grass 

4. Do not leave glass bottles lying on the ground, the sun's 
rays reflect through the glass and can start a fire 

5. When camping, do not leave campfires unattended and 
make sure it is completely out before you leave it 

6. Use barbecues on a hard, fiat surface, away from grass, 
shrubs or fencing 

7. Talk to your children about the dangers of starting a fire.
